I waited on you with my print- 
ed Letter-to the Author of a Book, in- 
tituled, Some Diſcourſes upon Dr.

Ekknow, my Lord, that te Part 
of the W5rld wilt not believe We Paſſages 
bere related, by reaſon of the Strange- 
neſs of them: but T cannot - belp their 
Unbelief : Your Lordſhip knows the Re- 
cord where it's mentioned,” That the 
Great God did marvelous chings

| NN Tefferies, (for that was her 
Maiden Name) of whom the fol- 


lowing ſtrange things are related, 

was born in the Pariſh of St. T cath 
in the County of Cormwal, in December, 1626. 
and ſhe is ſtill living, 1656, being now in the” 
7oth Year of her Age; ſhe is married to one 
William Warden, formerly Hind (a Hind is 
one that looks after the reſt of the Servants, 
the Grounds, Cattel, Corn, &c. of his Ma- 
ſter) to the late eminent Phyſician Dr. Richard 
Lower deceaſed; and now lives as Hind to 
Sir Andrew Slanning of Devon, Bar. 
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I muſt acquaint yau, Sir, that I have made 
ic my Buſineſs, bur could not prevail, to get 
a Relation from her of whar ſhe her ſelf re- 
members of thoſe ſeveral ſtrange Paſſages of 
her Life that I here relate, .or .of any other 
that I have either forgot, or that never came 
to my Cognizance-:: but ſhe being prevaiPd 
with by ſome of her pore \yporaat Netgh- 
bours not to do ir, and ſhe fancying that if 
ſhe ſhould do it, ſhe might again fall into Trou- 
ble about jt; 1 here give your Lordſhip the 
beſt and faichfulleſt Account I can. . 

In the Year 1691. | wrote into Cornwall to 
my- Siſter Mary Martyrs Son, an Attgrney, 
to go to the ſaid 4», and diſcourſe her as 
from me, about the moſt marerial ſtrange Paſ- 
ſages of her- Life: He anſwers my Letter, 
Sept. 13, 1691. and ſaith, I bave been with Ann 
Jefferies, and ſhe can give me no particular Ac- 
count of her Condition, it being ſo long ſince : 
my Grandfather and Myther ſay, that ſhe was in 
Bodmyn Goal. three Months, and lived fix 


Months without Meat ; and during her Continu- 


ance in that Condition, ſeveral eminent Cures were 
prr formed by ber, the Particulars no one can now 
relats. My Mother ſaw the Fairies ence, and 
beard one ſay, that they ſhould give ſome Meat 
ro the Child, that ſhe might return to ber Pa- 
rents + Whuh ts the fulleſt Relation can now be 
grven. 

But I not being ſatisfied with this Anſwer, 


did, in the Year 1693. write into Cornwall to 


my 
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my Siſter's Husband, (Mr. Humph. Martyn) 


and deſired him togo to Ann Jefferies, to ſee 


if he could perſwade her to give me what Ac- 
count ſhe could remember of the many and 
ſtrange Paſſages of her Life. He anſwers my 
Letter, Fas. 31, 1693. and ſaith, As for Ann 
Jefferies, '/ bave been with her the greateſt part 


. of one day, and did read to ber all that you wrote 


to me; 'but ſhe would not own any thing of it as 
concerning the Fairies, neitber _ of the Cures 
ſhe then did. 1] endeavoured to perſwade her ſhe 
might recevve ſome Benefit by #t : She anſwered ; 
That if her own Father were now alive, (he would 
not diſcover ro him thoſe things that did then hap- 
pen to her. I ail*d ber the Keaſon why ſhe would 
not do it : She reply'd, That if ſhe ſhowd diſcover 
it to you, that you would make either Books or Bal- 
lads of it : And ſhe ſaid, That ſhe would not have 
her Name ſpread about the Country in Books or Bal- 
lads of ſuch things, if ſhe might have: five bun- 
dred Pounds for the doing of it : for ſhe ſaid, ſhe 
had been queſtioned before fuſtices, and at the Seſſi- 
ons, and in Priſon, and alſo before the Judges at 
the Ajſizes , and ſhe doth' believe, that if ſhe 
ſhould diſcover ſuch things now, ſhe ſhould be que- 
ſtioned again for it. As for the antient Inbabi- 
tants of St, Teath Church Town, there are none of 
them now a'ive but Thomas Chriſtopher a blind 
Man, (Note, this Tho. Chriſtopher was then a 
Servant in my Father*s Houſe when theſe 
things happened) and be remembers many of the 
Paſſages you wrote of her. And as for my Wife, 


ſhe

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then being ſo little, did not mindit ;, but has 
ys Father and Mother relate moſt of the 
Paſſages you wrote of her. 


This is all the Account I can at preſent poſ- 
fibly get from her, and therefore I now go on 
with my own Relation of the wonderful 
Cores, and other ſtrange things ſhe did, or 
hapned to her, which is the Subſtance of what 
F wrote to my Brother, and that he read to 


her. 

Irs the Cuſtom in our County of Cornwall, 
for the moſt ſubſtantial People of each Pariſh 
co take Apprentices the Poor's Children, and 
to breed them up till they attain to 21 Years 
of Ape, and for their Service to give them 
Meat, Drink, and Clothes. This Ann 7ef- 
feries being a poor Man's Child of the Pariſh, 
by Providence fell into our Family, where ſhe 
lived ſeveral Years, being a Girl of a bold 
daring Spirit : She would venture at thoſe Dif- 
ficulties and Dangers that no Boy would at- 
tempt. | 

In the Year 1645, (ſhe then being 19 Years 
old) ſhe being one day knitting in an Arbour 
in our Garden, there came over the Garden- 
hedp to hcr fix Perſons of a ſmall Stature, all 
| clothed in green, which ſhe call'd Fazries : up- 

on which ſhe was ſo frighted, that ſhe fell into | 
2 kind of a Convulſion-fit: But when we | 
found her in this Condition, we brought her 


mo the Houſe, and pur her to bed, and took 
great 
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great Care of her. As ſoon as ſhe recovered 
out of her Fit, ſhe cries out, They are juſt gone 
qut of the Window ; they are juſt gine out of the 
Window ;, do you not ſee them? And thus in the 
height of her Sickneſs ſhe would often cry 
— that _ _—_— which = 
we attributed to her Diſtemper, ſup- 
poſing her light-headed. During the Extre- 
mity of her Sickneſs my Father's Mother 
died, which was in April, 1646. but we durft 
not acquaint our Maid Am with it, for fear it 
might increas'd her Diſtemper, ſhe being 
at that time ſo very ſick that ſhe could not go, 
nor ſo much as ſtand on her Feet; and alſo 

the Extremity of ber Sickneſs, and the lon 

Continuance of her Diſtemper, had almo 
perfectly moped her, fo thac ſhe became even 
as a Changeling : and as ſoon as ſhe began to 
recover, and to get a little Strength, ſhe in 
her going would ſpread her Legs as wide as 
ſhe could, and ſo lay hold with ber Hands on 
Tables, Forms, Chairs, Stools, &c. till ſhe 
had learn'd to go again : and if any thing 
yex*d her, ſhe would fall into her Fits, and 
continue in them a long time ;, ſo that we were 
afraid ſhe would have died in one of them. 
As ſoon as ſhe had got out of her Fir, ſhe 
would heartily call God : and then the 
firſt Perſon ſhe w ask for was her Child, 
meaning my ſelf, (becauſe ſhe before her Sick- 
neſs tended me) and would not be fatisfied 
till 1 came to ber. Upon which ſhe would' ask 
me, 
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me, if any one had vex'd or 'abus'd-me ſince 
ſhe fell into her Fit.” Upon my -relling her, 
no one had, ſhe would ſtroke me, and Kiſs 
me, calling me her dear Chid; and then all 
her Vexation was over P 

As ſoon as ſhe recovered a little Strength, 
ſhe conſtantly went to Church to = her De- 
votions to our great and good 4 aid to 
hear his Word read and preached. Her Me- 
mory was ſo well reſtored to her, that ſhe 
would repeat more of-the Sermons ſhe heard 
than any other of our Family. She - took 
mighty Delight in Devotion, and in hearirig 
the Word of God read and preach'd, altho 
ſhe her ſelf could not read. LIEFR 


The firſt manual Operation or Cure ſhe 
perform'd, | was on my own Mother 3 the Oc- 
caſion was as follows : One Afternoon, 'in the 
Aarveſt-time, all our Family: being--in the 
Fields - at work, (and my ſelf a Child ar 
School) there, was none in the Houſe bur my 
Mother and this 4»r -: my Mother confidering 
that Bread might be: wanting for the La- 
bourers, if 'Care were not' takenz and fhe 
having before caus'd. two  Buſhels of Whear 
to be ſent to the Mill to be ground, (note, our 
Buſhel is twenty Gallons) my Mother. was 
reſolved that ſhe her felf* would take a-- Walk 
to the Mil}, (which was:cbut a quarter of a 
Mile from onr. Haute)-to- haſten-rhe Miller to 
bring home the Meal, -ttiat ſo her _ as 
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ſoon as: they came from the Fields, might 
make: and bake the Bread ; but in the mean 
time -how to diſpoſe of her Maid Ann, was 


- her great Care, for ſhe did not dare trvſt her 


in the Houſe alone, for fear ſhe might do her 
ſelf ſome Miſchicf by Fire, or fet the Houſe 
on fire (for at that time ſhe was ſo weak 
that ſhe c -uld hardly help her ſelf, and very 
ſilly-withal) : - At laſt by much Perſwaſions 
my Mother prevaii'd with her to walk in 
the Gardens and Orchards till ſhe came from 
the Mill; to which ſhe unwillingly conſented. 
Then: my: Mother lock'd the Doors of the 
Honfe, and: walk'd to the Mill ; but as ſhe 
was coming home in a very plain way, ſhe - 
ſlipt and hurt her Leg, ſo as that ſhe covid 
not riſe, there ſhe lay a conſiderable time in 
great Pain, till a Neighbour coming by on 
Horſeback, ſeeing my Mother in -this' Con- 
dition, lifted her up: on his Horſe, and car- 
ried her home. As ſoon as ſhe was' brought 
within-'the 'Doors of the Houſe, word of it 
was ſent into the Fi:lds to the Reapers, who 
thereupon immediately Jett their Haryeſt- 
work, and came home 3 the Houle being pre- 
ſently full. of People : a Man-ſervant was or- 
dered to take a Horſe and ride for Mr. Lob 
an eminent Chyrurgeon, bat then liv'd at a 
Market- Town call'd Bodmyn , which was 
cight Miles from my Father's Houſe : but 
whilſt-the Man was getting the Horſe ready, 
in comes our Maid 4n”, and tells my Mother 

, | ſhe 
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ſhe was heartily ſorry for the Miſchance ſhe 
had got in burting of her Leg, and that ſhe 
did it at ſuch a Place (naming the Place) ; 
and further, ſhe deſir'd ſhe might ſee her 
Leg : My Mother at firſt refuſed to ſhew her 
her Leg, ſaying to her, what ſhould ſhe ſhew 
ber Leg to ſo poor and filly a Creature as ſhe 
was ? tor ſhe could do her no good : but Ar 


being very importunate with my Mother to 


ſee ber Leg, and my Mother being unwilling 
to vex her by denying her, for of her 
falling into her Firs, (for at all times:we dealt 
gently, lovingly, and kindly with her, ta- 
king great Care by no means to croſs or fret 
her) did yield to her Requeſt, and did ſhew 
her, her Leg : Upon which: Am? took my Mo- 
ther*s Leg on her Lap, and ſtrok*d it with 
her Hand, and then ask*d my Mother if ſhe 
did not find Eaſe by her ſtroking of ir. My 
Mother confeſs*'d to her ſhe did. Upon this 
ſhe defired my Mother to forbear ſending for 
the Chyrurgeon, for ſhe would, by the Bleſ- 
ſing of God, cure her Leg: and to ſatisfy 
my Mother of the Truth of it, ſhe again ap- 
peal'd to my Mother, whether ſhe did not 
find farther Eaſe upon her continued ſtroking 
of the Part affetted ; which my Mother again 
acknowledged ſhe did. Upon this my Mo- 
ther countermanded the Mellenger for the 

Chyrvrgeon. 
On this my Mother demanded of her how 
fhe came to the Knowledg of her Fall. =_ 
made

made anſwer, that balf « dozen Perſons told ber 


of it. That, reply'd my Mother, could not be, 

there was. none came by at that time, but 
my Neighbour * * * * that brought me home. 
Ann aniwers again, that that was Truth, and 
it was alſo true, that balf 4 dozen Perſons told 
ber ſo; for ſaid ſhe, you know I went our of 
the Houſe into the Gardens and Orchards 
very unwillingly. And now 1 will tel] you 
the Truth of all Matters and Things that 
have befallen me. 

You know that this my Sickneſs and Fits 
came very ſuddenly upon me,whbich brought me 
very low and weak, and have made me very 
ſimple. Now the Cauſe of my Sickneſs was this. 

I was one day knitting of Stockings in the 
Arbour in the Garden, and there came over 
the Garden-hedg of a ſudden. fix, ſmall People, 
all in green Clothes, which ppt:me into ſuch - 
a Fright and Conſternation that was the Cauſe 
of this my great Sickneſs; and they continue 
their Appearance to me, never leſs than 2 at 
a time, nor never more than 83: they always 
appear in even Numbers, 2, 4,'6, 8. When 
I ſaid often in my Sickneſs, They were juſt gene 
out of the Window, it was really ſo; altho 
you thought me light-headed. Ar this time 
when 1 came out into the Garden, they came 
to me, and ask'd me, if you had put me out 
of the Houſe againſt my Will : I told them 

I was unwilling to come out of the Houſe : 
Upon this they ſaid, you ſhould not fare = 
et- 
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better for it ; and thereupori in that Place, 


and at that time, in a fair -Path-way you fell, 


and hurt your Leg. I wonld- not have-you 


ſend for a Chyrurgeon, nor trouble your Felf,' 


for 1 will cure your Leg : The which ſhe did 
in a little time; - + oh 4! 7 v6 I 


This Cure of my Mother*s Leg,'and" the' 
Stories ſhe told of theſe Fairies, made filch's 


Noiſe over. all 'the County 'of Cornwall; as 
that it had the ſame Effet St. ParPs healitig 
of Publixs's Father of a Feveft and a bleody 
Flux, at Malta, after his 'Shipwrack there, 
as related As 28. 8,9. And it came to paſ} 
that the Father -of Publius lay ſick, of a Fever, 
and of a bloody Flux : to whom Paul emred in, 
and ' prayed, and laid bis Hands on him, and 
healed him. So when this 'was done, others alſo 
which had Diſeaſes in the Iſland, came, and were 


. healed. PhatPeople of all Diſtempers, Sick- 


neſſes, Soreyy 7and Ages, came not only 'ſ6 
far off as the Lands-end, 'but alſo from Lon- 
don, and were cured by-her. She took no 
Monies of them, nor any Reward that ever 
I knew or heard of; yet had-ſhe Monies at 
all times. ſufficient to ſupply her Wants. 
She neither made nor bought any Medicines 
or Salves that. ever I ſaw or heard of, yet 
wanted them not as ſhe had Occaſion. She 
forſook cating our Victuals, and was fed 
by theſe Fairies from that Harveſt-time to 
"the next Chriftmas-day; upon which Day 
ſhe came to our Table, and ſaid, becauſe it 

was 
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was that Day ſhe would eat ſorme Roaſt Beef 
with vs, the which ſhe did, 1 my ſelf being 
then at | able. 

One tirne (I remember it perfetly well) 
I had a mind to ſpeak with her, and not 
knowing betrer where. to find her than in 
her Chamber, [ went thither, and fell a 
knocking very earneſtly at her Chamber- 


_ door with my Foot, and cilling to her ear- 


neſtly, Ann, Ann, open the Duor, and let me 
in : She anſwered me, My Child, have a little 
Patience, and 1 will let you in immediately. 
Upon. which I look'd through the Key-hole 
of the Door, and I ſaw her eating ; and 
when ſhe had done eating, ſhe ſtood ſtill by 
her Bed-fide as long as Thanks to God might 
be given, and then ſhe made a Courſey, (or 
Bow) and opened the- Chamber-door, and 
gave me a Piece of her Bread, which 1 did 
eat, but I think ic was the moſt delicious 
Bread that ever [did eat either before or ſince. 
Another odd Paſſage which 1-miult relate, 
was this; One Lord's day my Father with 
his Family being at Dinner in our Hall, comes 
in one of our Neighbours, whoſe Name was 
Francis Heathman, and ask'd where Ann was 3 
we told him ſhe was in her Chamber : Upon 
this he goes into her Chamber to ſee for her 3 
and not ſeeing her; he calls her : She not an- 
ſweting, he feels up and down in the Cham- 
t fot her 4 but not finding her, comes and 
Fells ns fe was not in her Chamber. As ſoon 
| B 2s 
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as he had ſaid this, ſhe comes out of her 
Chamber to us, as we were ſitiing at Table, 
and tells him, ſhe was in her Chamber, and 
ſaw him, and heard him call her. and ſee tim 
feel up and down the Chamber for her. and 
had almoſt felt her, but he could not ſee her 
alcho ſhe ſaw him, notwit- {tandirg ſhe was 
at the ſame time at the Table in her Chamber 
eating her Dinner. 

One Day theſe Fairies gave my Siſter Ma- 
7y, (the now Wife of Mr. Humpb. Martyn) 
then about four Years of Age, a Silver Cup 
that held about a Quart, bidding her give it 
my Mother, and ſhe did bring it my Mo- 


ther, but my Mother would not accept of - 


it, bur bid her carry it to them again, which 
ſhe did. I preſume this was the time my 
Siſter owns ſhe ſaw the Fairies. I confeſs to 
your Lordſhip, 1 never did ſee them. I had 
almoſt forgot to tell your Lordſhip, that 
Ann would tell what People would come to 
her ſeveral Days before they came, and 
from whence, and at what time they would 
come. 

I have ſeen Am in the Orchard dancing 
among the Trees; and ſhe told me, ſhe was 
then dancing with the Fairzes. 

The great Noiſe of the many ſtrange 
Cures Ann did,*and alſo her living without 
eating our Victuals, (ſhe being fed by theſe 
Fairies) cau>'d both the Neighbour-Magi- 
ſtrates and Miniſters to reſort to my Father's 

| Houſe, 
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Houſe, and talk with her, and ſtritly exa- 


mined her about the Matters here related ;- ' * 


and ſh? gave chem very rationai Anſwers to 
all thole Queltions they then ask'd her, (for 
by this time ſhe was well recovered ont of her 
Sickneſs and Fits, and her natural Parts and 
Underſtanding much improv'd). my Father 
and all his Family affirming the Truth of all 
we ſaw. The Mimſters endeavoured to per- 
{wade her they were evil Spirits that reſorted 
to her, and that it was the Deluton of the 
Devil, (but how could that be, when ſhe did 
no Hurt, but Good to all that came to her 
for Cure of their Diſtempers ?)) and adviſed 
her not to go to them when they call'd her. 
Upon theſe Admonitions of the Miniſters and 
Magiſtrates, our Ann was not a little trou- 
bled and concerned, not well knowing what 
todo in this caſe. However, that Night af- 
ter the Magiſtrates and Miniſters were gone, 
my Father with his Family litting at a great 
Fire in his Hall, An» being alſo preſent, ſhe 
ſpake to my Father, and ſaith, Now they call 
(meaning the Fairies: ) We all of us urg'd her 
not to go. In leſs than a half quarter of an 
Hour ſhe ſaith, Now they call a ſecond time. 
We incouraged her again not to go to them. 
By and by ſhe ſaith, Now they call a third time; 
Upon which away to her Chamber ſhe went 
to them (of all theſe three Calls of the Fas- 
ries, none heard them but Am). After ſhe 
had been in her Chamber ſome time, ſhe 

B 2 came 
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game to vs again with a Bible in her hand, 
and tells us, that whe. ſhe came t6 the Fa 
rees, they tajd to her, Whai, has tie been 
ſome Magiſtrates and Arniſters with you, and 
dillwaded you from comiig ary mote to us, 
ſaying we are evil Spirits, and that it was all 
the N-luſion of the Devil? Pray deſire them 
to read that Place of Scripture in the 1 Epi- 


ſtle of St. John, chap. 4. ver. 1. Dearly Be- . 


boved, believe not every Spirit, but try the Spi- 
rits, whether they are of God, &c. 1 his Place 
pf Scripture was turn'd down to in the ſaid 
Bible. (I told your Lordſhip before, Ann 
could not read.) . 

After this one Fohn Tregeagle Eſq: (who was 
Steward to- the late Fobn Earl of Radnor) be- 
ing then a Juſtice of Peace in Corawall, ſent 
his Warrant for Ann, and ſent her t' Bod- 
wn Goal, and there kept .her a long time. 
That Day the Conſtable came to execute his 
Warrant, Azz milking the Cow:, the Fas- 
rex appeared to her, and told her, that a 
Conſtable would come that day with a War- 
rant for tocarry her before a Juſtice of Peace 
and ſhe would be ſ-nt to Goal. She ask'd 
them if ſhe ſhould abſcond and hide her ſelf : 
they anſwered her, No, ſhe ſhould fear nothing, 
but eo with the Conſtable. So ſhe went 
with the Conſtable to the Juſtice, and he ſent 
her to Bodmin-Goal, and ordercd the Priſon 
Keeper that ſhe ſhould be kepr without Victa- 
als ; and ſhe was ſo kept; and yet ſhe liv'd, 
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and that without complaining, When the 
Seſſions came, the Juſtices of the Peace ſent 


their Warrant to one Giles Bawden, a Nei | 


bour of ours, who was then, Conſtable, for 
my Mother and my ſelf to appear before them 
at that Seſfions, to anſwer ſuch Queſtions as 
ſhould be demanded of- us about our poor 
Maid Ann ( Bodnin was eight Miles from my 


- Father's, and it was the firſt time that 1 re- 


member I ever rode on Horſeback). When 
we came to the Seſlions, the firſt that was 
calPd in before the Juſtices was my Mother, 
(what Queſtions they ask*d her, I do not re- 
member:) When they had done examining 
her, they defired her to withdraw, As ſoon 
as ſhe came'forth, I was brought in, and call'd 
to the upper end of the Table to be exa- 
mined ; and there was (I ſuppoſe him ro be) 


the'Clerk of the Peace with his Pen ready in” 


his Hand to take my Examination (I do not 
remember that they did put me to my Oath). 
The firſt Queſtion they ask*d me was, 4 
pritty lutt/e Child, what bave you got in your 
Pockets? | very innocently and Pay 
anſwered, Nothing, Sir, but my Cuffs, (Cults 
are worſted knit Gloyes, which Children in 
our Country wear on their Hands to keep 
them warm) which I immediately pluck*d 
out of my Pocket, and ſhewed them, Their 
ſecond Queſtion to me was, If 1 had any Vitu- 
als in my Pocket for my Maid Ann ? I anſwer- 
ed, I had nor, Upon this they laugh'd at my 

childiſh 
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childiſh Anſwers,” (to ſuch Queſtions ſuch 
Anſwers) and ſo diſmiſs'd me as well as my 
Mother. Bur'poor An 'ay in Goal for a con- 
ſiderable time after;/and alſo Juſtice Tregeagle, 
who was her 'great- Perſecutor, kept her in 
his Houſe ſome time'as a Priſoner, and that 
without Victuals. And at laſt when Ann was 
diſcharged out of Priſon, the Juſtices made 
an Order that Ann ſhould not live any more 
with'my Father. Whercupon my Father's 
only Siſter, Mrs. Francu Tem, a Widow, near 
Padſtow, took Am into her Family, and there 
ſhe liv d a conſiderable time, and did many 
great Cures: bur what they were, my Kin\- 
man Mr. Will. Tom, who then liv'd in the 
Honſe with his Mother, can give your Lord- 
ſhip the beſt Account of any that I know li- 
ving, except Ann her ſelf. And from thence 
ſhe went to live with her own Brother, and in 
proceſs of time married as aforeſaid. 


And now, my Lord, if your Lordſhip ex- 
pets that | ſhould give you an Account when 
and vpon what occaſion theſe. F aries forſook 
'our Am, | muſt tell your Lordſhip, 1 am ig- 
norant in that 3 ſhe her ſelf can beſt tell if ſhe 
could be prevailed with fo to do: and the 
Hiſtory f ; it, and the reſt of the Paſſages of 
her Lite, would be very acceptable and uſeful 
to the moſt cyrious and inquiſitive Part of 
Mankind.

I my ſelf cannot 
give one natural Reaſon for any one of theſe 
Paſſages that happened to this poor Woman, 
but muſt conclude with that great Apoſtle and 
Schclar' St. &e«!, Rom. 11.33, 34, 35, 36- O 
the Depth of the Riches both of the Wiſdom and 
Knowledg of God! how unſea chable are bis Fudg- 
ments, and his y'> il finding out ! For who 
hath known the Mind of the Lord, «or who hath 
been his Counſeller? Or who hath firſt given to 
him, and it ſhall be recompenſed unto bim again ? 
For of him, and through him, and to him, are all 
things : to whom be Glory for ever. Amen.
